Emaxmel Webb Found Dead With 


Dozen Stabs in Body. 


Another murder trial scheduled 


for Bedford County! Early Sunday 
morning B. and O. Engineer Harry 
Shaffer of Hyndman, on his way to 
get his engine, found the dead body 
of a negro lying along the track op- 
posite the brickyard at that place. 
He immediately notified the authori- 
ties and an investigation was com- 
menced. The dead negro was iden- 
tified as Samuel Webb, a member of 
the B. and O. gang employed on that 
section. 
He was a large man and 
aged about 36 years. 
There were 
perhaps a dozen wounds on the body, 
two of them being knife wounds in 
the chest, and his head had been 
crushed by a blunt weapon. 
District Attorney Reiley and Dep- 
uty Sheriff Dodson went to Hynd- 
man Sunday evening and learned 
that a number of colored men had 
been 
drinking 
during 
Saturday. 
Benjamin Kennedy heard a quarrel 
in front of his residence late Satur- 
day night, when he heard a negro 
begging someone not to hurt or kill 
him. But before Mr. Kennedy could 
raise an alarm they had passed out 
of sight. 
It is probable the negro 
was then murdered and his body 
placed alongside the track to give 
the impression that he had been kill- 
ed by a train. 


Sheriff Dodson arrested a negro, 
--------- 
, 
James B. Johnson, who confessed 
that he was connected with the crime 
and knew who caused Webb's death 
but that "he had only hit him on 
the head with a club." It is thought 
the knife wounds were the chief 
cause. 
Johnson was brought here 
Monday morning and placed in jail. 
'B. and O. detectives are on the trail 
of the other negroes implicated and 
several arrests are expected shortly.

—Dr. Constantin Thedor Dumba, the 
Austrian Ambassador, has asked the 
Austrian-Hungarian minister of for- 
eign affairs at Vienna to comply with 
the request of this government for 
his recall 
Dr. Duraba asked that he 


be recalled "oil leave of absence " 


The Ambassador, ~v\ho is now at 


Lenox. Mass., transmitted his request 
through Count von Bernstorff, the 
German Ambassador, because his

It is regarded as certain that Dr. 


Dumba's government 
will comply 


with his request in the form in which 
he has made it, and that this will 
dispose of the question whether Aus- 
tria will send another ambassador in 
his stead.

Many a boy and girl entering col- 


lege dream • not alone of success as 
students, but are anxious to gain 
recognition-for athletic achievements. 


To warn the'young is lilge casting 


water on burning oil and yet it were 
well for the students who contem- 
plate severe training to seriously con- 
sider as far as .possible their proba- 
ble occupation, through life and if it 
is to be sedentary they should re- 
frain from hard, competitive athletics 
which will develop the muscles to a 
degree that cannot be kept up by the 
successful lawyer, doctor, teacher, or j 
the majority of those engaged in 
business. 


Over-training in youth is almost 


certain to result in physical deterio- 
ration in after years. The full value 
of athletics is obtained by the indi- 
vidual who achieves a rational all 
around development. Such a train- 


( ing is far more apt to stimulate one 
in after life to continue those ath- 
letic exercises which are available to 


e business and professional man or

woman. 


No occupation should prevent the 


student or the professional man from 
taking a reasonable amount of out- 
door exercise daily. If nothing else 
a good swinging walk, say five to ten 
miles a day in the opfen air will al- 
ways prove beneficial-not only dur- 
ing youth but to a less degree in old 
age.

The young woman, who goes in for 


athletics should be particularly care- 
ful. 
If indulged in.to a reasonable 


extent under the supervision of a 
properly trained director of athletics, 
exercises and sports of a not too vio- 
lent character will be a benefit.

perhaps more harmful for women 
than men.

fall, but time presses. The next few 
days will determine whether we can 
go ahead and handle this year's wind- 
falls and culls or must wait for next 
year's crop. 


„ The plan of finance includes the 
issue of $5,000 first mortgage bonds 
and $7,000 common stock. 
Enough 
bonds will be sold at par to pay the 
cost of the land, - buildings and ma- 
chinery. Enough common stock will 
be sold at par to provide working; 
capital. 
It will take not less than 60 days 
to get a charter and have the bonds 
ready for delivery. That would throw 
the-work too late for this year's crop. 
The plan, therefore, is to go ahead, 
organize, place enough of the bondSs- 
to pay for the plant, and borrow 
against

enough money to pay the currenf 
bills for building, machinery, etc., 
and, when the bonds are delivered! 
and paid for, use the proceeds to 
clear up the cost of the plant and' 
machinery.

Comptroller of Currency Says Re- 


serve Banks in Excellent Shape. 
Washington, September 7, — The 


unemployed loaning capacity of the 
national and reserve banks of the 
country is sufficient to finance the en- 
tire cotton crop and at least half of 
the tobacca and wheat crops. 


This is the opinion of J. S. Wil- 
liams, comptroller of currency.

He outlined the demands 
that will be made on the banks for 
crop moving, an unusual demand 'for 
money to meet congestion in mar- 
keting the cotton crop and the de- 
mands to extend credit to foreign 
purchasers of all kinds of supplies.

The Syrian king's contemptuous treat- 
ment of Ahab (vv. 1-7) at last became 
so great that in sheer desperation the 
people refused to listen to his demands 
(v. 8). His forces far overwhelmed 
the little army of Israel (vv. 1, 10, 
27), but one was on Ahab's side who 
had not yet withdrawn his mercy from 
Israel and with whom Ben-hadad could 
not cope (v. 13; Rom. S.31; Phil. 
4:13). Ben-hadad was the most pow- 
erful monarch of his time of those na- 
tions bordering upon the Mediter- 
ranean. The march of his army was 
like "a tempest of hail, an o\en»"helm- 
ing scouige" with unrestrained power. 
The effect was worse than the plagues 
of Egypt. J3ut Ben-hadad was a drunk-
